The University facilities are in operation six days a week, the year 
around. It is truly ‘the people’s University’, serving men and women who 
work during the day and study at night, as well as full-time day students. 


Sir George Williams has always had a larger evening population than day 
population. The education given in the evening parallels that given in the 
day; both groups proceed towards degrees. 


236 firms have 5 or more of their employees continuing their education 
at Sir George; 3 firms have more than 400 and one of these, the 
Protestant School Board of Greater Montreal, has close to 700 of its 
employees studying at Sir George. 


The 26 million dollar, twelve-story Henry F. Hall Building encompasses 
more floor space (782,680 sq. ft.) than the 43-story Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce Building. As befits the University’s swiftly expanding 
role, it is the largest university building in Canada. 


Thanks to the continuing generosity of many patrons, the University has 
one of the finest collections of contemporary Canadian Art. 


Sir George pioneered in the field of guidance services in Canada. 
Dr. Henry F. Hall, Principal Emeritus, was the first Canadian university 
counsellor. 


The University conducts a six-week Summer Institute in Sociology 
and History, and a Summer Session in Geography.

needs of the 
university 


One of the principle guides for the activity of Sir George is encompassed 
in this statement by the late Dr. K. E. Norris, the second Principal: 

“From the point of view of society, each unmet educational need, each 
individual not given education commensurate with his ability, represents a 
social wastage and a challenge to action on the part of the University.” 


In the Fall of 1966, some 5,000 qualified applicants for admission to the 
Day University had to be turned away because of lack of space and staff. 


We have never known what the total demand for Evening University 
admission is because each year, for twenty years, all possible places have 
been filled before all applications had been dealt with. 


Sir George needs facilities, equipment, staff and adequate financial 
support to meet the unmet and pressing educational needs of our day. 


The Henry F. Hall Building extends our ability to serve more students 
but it will not meet all of our needs nor will it satisfy the increasing 
demands for university educational opportunity for day and evening 
students. 


Long-range needs 

Even with the introduction of Institutes as recommended by The Parent 
Report, all enrollment estimates point to a population of 8,000 day students 
at Sir George by 1975. The evening student group will likely number 
16,000 by that time. Additional facilities and equipment will thus be 
needed so that we may take our share in meeting the educational 

demands of our day. 


These are some of our immediate, short-range needs: 


Library 

The space, facilities and book-holdings of the present Library are very 
inadequate for the student enrollment. Plans are being developed for a 
Library Building that will enable Sir George to meet desirable standards. 


Classroom Building 

The Hall Building in conjuction with the Norris Building will provide 
laboratories and special purpose facilities for 5,000, but the classroom 
facilities of the two buildings will only accommodate 4,000 day students. 
A classroom building to house 1,000 day students is an imperative need. 


Physical Education Facilities 

The University has never had its own facilities for physical education 
athletic programmes. Plans are being drawn up for a building to provide 
opportunity for physical educational activity for all students. 
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
